Mean- 
while all who become children of 
God by receiving Jesus Christ and 
joint heirs with Him = should walk 
worthy of His kingdom and_ glory 
while they wait for it.

Their motto should ever and 
always be, “First the kingdom of 
God.” Then there would be no anx- 
fous thought about aught else, for 
He gives the assurance that all will 
be provided by our Father, who 
knoweth all our need (verse 31-32).
